1. Claims 17, 19-26 and 41 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art references of record fail to teach or suggest the following features, when 
these features are taken in combination with the remaining features of the respective base claim: 

commanding, based on the monitored upstream transmission quality, at least one 
of the one or more cable modems to change associated transmission characteristics by 

selecting a different upstream channel descriptoi' of the plurality of channel descriptors, 
where changing the associated transinission characteristics includes transmitting on a 
different upstream virtual channel and changing from a first preamble length to a second 
different preamble length (claim 17); 

command at least one of the one or more cable modems to change its 

transmission characteristics, including changing from a first data block size to a second 
different data block size, when the monitored quality meets a specified criteria (claims 22 
and 41);
